TWO UNMOLESTED, BUT COL. 
BLUNT Is HELD.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Dr. A. 
W. Stickney, geologist, of Galesburg, 
III., and H. D. T. Reynolds, American 
citizens employed by a London firm, 
who were reported to have been 
captured by the Bolsheviki at Nevo 
Nikolaevsk, were reported to the 
State Department today safe and 
undisturbed by the Bolshevik au- 
thorities in the Altai district of 
Siberia. 

The information was given to the 
American Consul at Harbin by Col. 
Frank R. Blunt of Piano, III., one 
of the group of Americans of the 
Russian Rallway Service Corps cap- 
tured by the Bolsheviki several 
months ago. 

Col. Blunt, so far as the State De- 
partment has been informed, is still 
in the custody of the Bolsheviki and 
when last heard from was at 
Krasnoyarsk.

ture. Unless preventive measures 
are taken immediately a review of 
the situation issued today said, the 
boll worm will become a permanent 
and serious limiting factor in the 
production of cotton. 

The drastic quarantine now be- 
ing enforced in Louisiana gives 
hope of an ergdication of the pest 
in that section, the review said, but 
the “unfortunate results” of the re- 
sumption of cotton growing in Texas 
districts where the boll worm has 
become intrenched threatens to -un- 
do the work of stamping out the de- 
stroyer.

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NAVY BASE ON 
BAY IN FAVOR. 
The Senate Naval Committee 


Boosts Northern Project. 
— 


Plans to Es- 


ceed $40,000,000. 


Half Million Asked for San 
Pedro Submarine Base. 


{BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The 
Senate Naval Committee today vot- 
ed to establish an extensive deep- 
water naval base on San Francisco 
Bay, and authorized the appoint- 
ment of a naval commission to de- 
cide on a site and submit plans and 
endations by October 1, 


1920. 
The committee voted to appro- 

priate $1,000,000 for the prelimi- 

nary work of the committee, which 


will be instructed to confine its se- 
lection of.a site to one of two lo- 
eations, Hunter’s Point, on the San 
Francisco side of the bay, and Ala- 
meda. The ultimate cost of the 
proposed base has been established 
at from $40,000,000 to $75,000,000. 
FOR CAPITAL SHIPS. 

The proposed base would replace 
the Mare Island navy yard as a 

king point for capital ships. The 

re Island yard would be used in 
the future, Secretary Daniels said, 
as @ construction yard and a repair 
depot for smaller vessels. 

Senator Phelan, Democrat, Cali- 
fornia, told ‘the committee that the 
Alameda or Oakland site, valued 
at about $50,000,000, had been of- 
fered to the Navy Department free 
if used for naval base purposes 
within a specified time. 

The committee also voted to ap- 


| propriate $500,000 for the main- 


tenance of the Naval Reserve force. 
Mr. Daniels originally recommend- 
ed this sum, but later agreed to a 
reduction of $250,000. The com- 
mittee reduced this sum to $50,000 
in the first draft of the bill. 

The committee also inserted an 
item of $600,000 for construction of 
a submarine base at San Pedro, 
Cal. The measure was urged by 
Secretary Daniels before the House 
committee, but was not included in 
the House bill. 


MINIMUM COTTON 
PRICE MAY BE SET.

PRODUCERS’ ASSOCIATION 
PRESIDENT BELIEVES AC- 
TION NECESSARY. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 
COLUMBIA (S. C.) April 6.—J. 8. 
Wanamaker, president of the Ameri- 
can Cotton Association, says that in- 
formation gathered here and abroad 
by representatives who have con- 
ferred with European manufactur- 
ing interests will be laid before the 
special committee which will recom- 
mend a minimum price for the re- 
mainder of the cotton crop now in 
the hands of the producer, at the 
convention of the association at 
Montgomery next week. 

Mr. Wanamaker said the infor- 
mation would show that a reduction 
of cotton acreage as compared with 
last year, on account of serious la- 
bor shortage, was an absolute certain- 
ty; that the crop is six weeks late: 
that there is a shortage of good 
grade cotton; that spot cotton will 
be demanded on contracts, and that 
an mormous amount of cotton has 
alccady been sold to Europe for de- 
livery next fall. 

Members of Congress are now con- 
sidering the appointment of a Fed- 
eral commission to establish a mar- 
ket for raw cotton and cotton goods.

SHIPYARD STRIKE 
IN EFFECT 


Metal Trade Union Heads 
- Fail at San Francisco. 


Pacific Linemen Back at 
Fork. but with Demands.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 6.— An- 
nouncement that they had been un- 
able to reach an agreement with 
the shipyards of the San Francisco 
Ray district to end the strike that 
began last October was made here 
today by James O’Connell, head of 
the metal trades department of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
eight other national officers of 
metal trade unions, who had come 
here for the purpose of ending the 


dispute if possible. 

They said they were returning 
Fast with the intention of prosecut- 
ing the strike more vigorously than 
before, and urged that the men stay 
out rather than accept the so- 
called “American plan,“ under 
which the shipyards reopened after 
the strike had been in progress 
many weeks. 

The officials sald they proposed 
that the men return to work under 
the conditions prevailing September 
30, just previous to the strike, aft- 
er which the unions would officially 
declare the strike off, and that a 
board of six men be created, three 
from each side, with jurisdiction 
over all disputes, thus preventing 
strikes or lockouts. 

The California Metal Trades As- 
sociation replied, according to the 
officials, that if the strike was de- 
clared off they would, after two or 
three months, consider the ques- 
tion of meeting the national off- 
cers for the purpose of drawing 
up an agreement. This proposi- 
tion, the union leaders declared, 
was unsatisfactory. 

OUT SINCE OCTOBER 

The strike was called in October 
after the shipyards had, O Connell 
said, refused to put in effect a wage 
increase negotiated in August, first, 
on the ground that the Shipping 
Board forbade the increase, and, 
secondly, on the ground that the 
wage agreement was nullified when 
the unions imposed a _ closed-shop 
clause as a rider to the document. 

Fred C. Metcalf, secretary of the 
California Metal Trades 
tion, denied that the employers had 
made such proposal as the union 
leaders ascribed to them in the 
statement today. 

“We have not agreed to meet with 
the national officers of these unions,” 
he said. We are through with the 
type of unions that we have been 
dealing with in the y N 

“We trust that the ay oft will be 
reorganized along the line of bodies 
that are morally and legally re- 
sponsible and have constructive pur- 
poses, and are awaiting develop- 
ments. 

“We now have 24,000 men working 
in the shipyards and operations are 
proceeding satisfactorily.” 

LINEMEN RETURN. 

Linemen of the Pacific Gas & 
Electric Company in San Francisco 
and Alameda counties who went on 
strike yesterday for a wage increase 
of from $6 to $8 a day, returned to 
work today with the understanding 
that if the raise is not granted by & 
o'clock tonight they again will go on 
strike, representatives of the men 
said here today.

MAY SEIZE TRAINS.

_ NOGALES (Ariz.) April 6.— Un- 
less the Southern Pacific of Mexico 
Railroad and its striking employees 
come to an agreement and trains 
are started running within seventy- 
two hours, the Mexican Federal gov- 
ernment will seize the railroad and 
operate the trains with soldiers, ac- 
cording to an ultimatum served on 
both sides by Federal Judge Carlos 
Velasgo at Nogales, Sonora, today.

The strike -was called last week, 
despite a Federal court injunction 
ordered by President Carranza post- 
poning calling the strike for seventy- 
two hours. The raiiroad was com- 
Pletely tied up when virtually all its 
operating forces walked out. 

Automobilists reaching here today 
from Cananea said the miners there 
were to have walked out last night 
in sympathy with the railroad work- 
ers. The Cananea strike, it was said, 
would involve approximately 6000

girl's achievement.

took the first movement very rapidly 
and brought to it a security and per- 
fection of accent, rare indeed. The 
exquisite introduction was ed 
very slowly, in contrast, and ut- 
most sincerity of feeling.
